Put New Farm 


Bill Into Effect 


WASHINGTON HPI — Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra 
T. 
Benson 
conferred with President 
Eisen- 
hovver today on plans to 
put 
the 
new farm bill into operation 
as 
quickly as possible. 
Benson paid an early morning 
call on Mr. Eisenhower who sign­ 
ed the “ second choice” farm bill 
Monday 
to 
end 
a 
four-month 
election-year fight with the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress. Benson 
reiterated his belief that the m eas­ 
ure was considerably less 
than 
what 
the 
administration 
wanted 
but he pledged that his depart­ 
ment will go ahead rapidly to put 
the new bd} with its $1,200,000,000 
soil bank into effect. 
Benson said the soil bank pro­ 
visions would have little effect on 
spring-planted crops because the 
bill was delayed in passage. But 
he thought a much wider applica­ 
tion 
of the 
acreage - reduction 
scheme would be possible for afll- 
seeded crops. 
Sees Less Criticism 
Benson 
said 
it is conceivable 
that certain spring-planted crops 
might be plowed under but 
this 
was 
a detail to be determined 
later by the farm ers and the de­ 
partment. 
Asked whether he thought 
the 
bill would still farm belt criticism 
of administration agricultural pol­ 
icy, 
Benson said 
there 
is “ less 
criticism” of the agricultural pol­ 
icies of the administration 
now 
than at any time since Mr. Eisen 
bower took office. 
“ I think every move the admin 
istration has m ade in the agricul­ 
tu r a l field has been sound,” Ben- 


j son said. 
In signing the bill, Mr. Eisen* 
! hower called it “ rich with prom ­ 
ise," 
but said he was 
“ disap- I 
pointed” that the bill does not per­ 
mit soil bank paym ents one year 
in advance. 
The soil bank—core of the 
bill 
—authorizes the government 
to 
pay farm ers up to $1.2 billion 
a 
year for taking surplus crops out 
of production. 
This is the first 
i time the government has 
paid 
farmers on such a scale for not 
growing crops since the early days 
of the New Deal. 
The bill also includes a m anda­ 
tory increase in feed grain price 
supports, a discretionary two-price j 
| plan for rice, and a boost in corn 
planting allotments from 43 mil- , 
j lion to 51 million acres. The big 
rigid price support provisions that 
caused the President to veto the | 
first farm bill earlier this year 
were cut from the bill.

Circuit Judge Caswell Crebs of 
Robinson threw out Dale Sullivan’s 
election contest

court. 
The action cam e on granting of 
a supplementary motion by attor­ 
neys of C. L. McCormick of Vienna 
to dismiss the case. 
Time was the angle involved. 
The supplementary motion ask­ 
ed dismissal on the grounds that 
notice of the contest was filed too 
late with th£ state electoral board 
at Springfield. 
T hat was the mo­ 
tion that Judge Crebs granted. 
Sullivan, 
local 
business 
man, 
said after the decision that it ap­ 
parently closes the case. 
“ While I am terribly disappoint­ 
ed at the decision. I feel there is 
nothing else to d o.” Sullivan said. 
“ The circuit court has final juris­ 
diction in the m atter.” 
Sullivan stated that the judge ad­ 
mitted his grounds for a contest 
were good but that he was throw­ 
ing out the contest because the 
notice was t.led too late in Spring­ 
field. 
Sullivan >«ud the notice was fil­ 
ed IO hours and 20 minutes too 
late. It was filed at 10:20 a. to- 
May 15 when apparently midnight 
I May 14 was the last time to file 
the notice. 
Sullivan was beaten out for the 
second 
spot on the Republican 
ticket in the April IO Republican 
primarv by C. L. McCormick of 
Vienna'by 159 1-2 votes according 
to the official canvass of the eight- 
county total in the 59th Represen­ 
tative district. 
Incumbent Gordon 
Kerr led the ticket. 
Sullivan xx as represented by At­ 
torneys William Wolff of Murphys­ 
boro, L. M. Hancock, Ralph W. 
Choisser and Joe Butler of Harris­ 
burg and Jam es G. Gullett of Eliz­ 
abethtown. McCormick was repre- 
s e n t e d 
by 
Attorneys Scerial 
Thompson of H arrisburg and Ralph 
Harris and Charles Winters of Mar­ 
ion. Atty. Joe Bartley of Shawnee­ 
town represented Kerr in the case, 
filing an answer for him. All can­ 
didates in the April primary were 
defendants.

Sullivan is contesting the results 
of the GOP race in the 59th dis­ 
trict, centering his contest on C. 
L. McCormick of Vienna, who beat 
him out according to the canvassed 
results. 
Judge Crebs first heard a sup­ 
plementary m otion to dismiss bas­ 
ed on contentions that Sullivan, 
from Harrisburg, failed to file his 
notice of contest with the state 
electoral board and with the coun­ 
ty canvassing boards within speci­ 
fied time.

The annual Raleigh Field Day 
will be held Tuesday, June 5. at 
1:30 p. rn. at which time all in­ 
terested persons will tour the ex­ 
perimental plots at the station. 
L B. Miller, professor of soil fer­ 
tility from the University of Illi­ 
nois, will be the speaker and lead 
the discussion as well as conduct 
a tour of the plots. 
All interested persons, or agri­ 
cultural classes are invited to at­ 
tend. 
New fertilizers and newT varieties 
will be discussed. 
The effects of 
different soil treatments on grow­ 
ing crops and a review of the re- j 
suits of other years of effects on 
soil treatment will be given. 
The pay-off for soil treatments 
on the Raleigh Experiment Field 
have been large. 
Crop yield in­ 
creases resulting from the use of 
limestone have been worth $20 per 
acre as an average for the past 
four years; those from phosphate 
$9 an acre, and from potash $8.
